Few of the citizens of this 
city realize that with this recent ad­ 
dition to his equipment Dr. Evenson 
now has one of the most completely 
furnished 
optical 
parlors 
in 
the 
northwest. 
A visit to this establish­ 
ment is instructive. 
One is able to 
learn every detail of modern meth­ 
ods of detecting and correcting er­ 
rors in the vision. 
Among the instruments used daily 
by Dr. Evenson in his work are the 
opthalmascope and the 
retinscope. 
With these delicately adjusted 
in­ 
struments a much more thorough ex­ 
amination than a mere test of the 
eye is possible, Dr. Evenson insists. 
The entire retina of the eye is expos­ 
ed to minute examination, and the 
optic disc 
and 
blood veasels are 
plainly 
visible. 
Through explora­ 
tions made possible 
by 
these ma­ 
chines, 
many 
diseases of the eye, 
and even some troubles not confined 
to the eye alone, are visible.

In grinding a lens, the first opera­ 
tion upon the rough blank lf to de­ 
termine the optical center 
of 
the 
crystal. 
This varies 
with 
various 
prescriptions, and is the most im­ 
portant detail of the work. 
A deli­ 
cate machine discovers and marks 
this point. 
Unless the center is ac­ 
curately placed, the lens has pris­ 
matic values which disturb the mus­ 
cles of the eye, 
Dr. 
Evenson ex­ 
plains. 
After having marked the center 
of the lens, it is placed In a machine 
which trims it to the desired size and 
shepe. 
The trimming is done by re­ 
volving the lens against a diamond 
point. 
After the shape of the lens 
has been scored upon the glass by 
the diamond, a tool of the general 
appearance of a pair of pincers is 
used to break away the superfluous 
crystal. 
Then the lens, which has still jag­ 
ged edges, is placed in an automatic 
machine which grinds it perfectly 
true to size and shape. After the lens 
has been edged on this machine it is 
beveled to fit into a rim. if specta­ 
cles are desired, or if rimless glasses 
are desired, holes are drilled to re­ 
ceive the frame. 
Dr. Evenson occupies four rooms 
over Hoeschler’s drug store, fitted 
out with every 
device known for 
handling the eyes. His parlors are 
far ahead of the average in a city 
the size of La Crosse.

PAPER’S ATTACK IS UNWARRANTED 


Pamphlet Being Sent Out

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.— Maurice M. 
Lustig, one time occupant 
of 
the 
death house at Sing Sing, today is a 
free man, by the reversal of his con­ 
viction for the murder of his wife. 
The memory', 
however, of his two 
year proximity to the “little green 
door." through which he saw sev­ 
enteen fellow prisoners “go away.” 
has made an indelible impression on 
Lustig’s mind. 
He can tell of his 
experiences on the life side of the 
little green door with vivid graphic­ 
ness and today he was telling his 
friends of what he saw’ and heard 
“up the river.” 
Always in the 
shadow' of death, 
death always passing review* before 
his call, the day of his own “going 
away” even being set, only to pass 
with its prediction unfulfulled.Lustig 
pointed to his own fast graying hair 
to back up his story of horror. 
Saw IU “Go Away” 
When Lustig entered the death 
house he was the seventeenth man 
occupying the last remaining 
cell. 
and in the three weeks less than two 
years that Lustig lived near the lit­ 
tle green door he saw* the sixteen 
men that were his first companions 
“go away" through the door, and one 
other besides. Lustig believes that 
many of them were innocent of the 
crimes for which they were execut­ 
ed. 
“When a man must ‘go away,’ not 
one of us slept the night before.” 
said Lustig. “All night long we sang 
hymns and read chapters from the 
Bible. We would sing whenever the 
condemned man asked us. and sing 
what he asked. Many of those scenes 
I was destined to pass through and 
I became in a way accustomed, even 
hardened, but there was one scene 
I never got used to. That was the 
last parting of the man about to ‘go 
away’ from his relatives. Curtains 
mercifully shut out the sight of that 
from the rest pf us, but we could not 
stop our ears to the cries and screams 
that rang through the death house. 
It was awful. 
Families Go Insane 
“It seems to me that I will never 
be able to forget the depths of des­ 
pair sounded 
by 
those 
agonized 
cries. 
Fathers, 
mothers, 
sisters, 
brothers and sweethearts, went by 
us, weeping. 
They were carried out 
fainting. 
They 
were dragged out 
raving maniacs. 
There was an aw­ 
ful silence in the death house just 
before those scenes and the stillness 
lasted until long after the screams 
had ceased in the corridors. None of 
the rest of us seemed to want to be 
the first to speak.” 
The last man to die before Lustig 
was freed was Albert Wolter. con­ 
victed of the murder of Ruth Wheel­ 
er, and Lustig said he believed Wol­ 
ter to be innocent. 
“I heard him on his knees, swear 
to his father and mother the Sunday 
before that he was innocent, and 
no man who approached 
the 
little 
green door while I was there was 
calmer than was Wolter,” 
Lustig 
said. 
Joseph Garalla, he said, convicted 
of the murder of a man. 
was 
the 
worst behaved of all to pass the door. 
He cursed 
God, 
Christ 
and the 
church, the night before; threw* down 
a crucifix and stamped upon it; tore 
up and spit upon sacred pictures giv­ 
en to him and was blasphemous be­ 
yond belief. 
They had to drag him. 
grovelling and crying 
for 
mercy, 
throngh the door, and at the last mo­ 
ment he straightened up and asked 
for a moment's respite to make his 
peace with God. 
“Only once,” said Lustig. “did w*e 
sing for a man on the morning he 
‘w*ent away/ That was in the case 
of Charles Swinton. 
He asked us 
the night before to sing Safe in the 
Arms of Jesus,’ a« he passed out, and 
we did.” 
Lustig. who is out awaiting a neV 
trial of his case, will probably never 
again be tried.
